Gentleme)i  of  the  Council: 

As  I  am  about  to  assume  my  duties  as  your  Mayor  for  the 
year  1957,  I  do  so  with  a  certain  feeling  of  satisfaction  because 
of  what  has  been  accomplished  during  the  past  year. 

We  have  been  able  to  fulfill  part  of  the  long  range  program 
which  I  had  planned  for  our  City,  and  together  we  must  look 
forward  to  the  continuation  of  this  plan. 

Our  fellow  citizens  have  displayed  their  trust  in  us  by 
placing  us  in  our  respective  offices  to  govern  our  City  with 
wisdom  and  deliberation. 

During  the  past  year  we  finally  realized  a  new  community 
swimming  pool;  Summer  Street  was  resurfaced;  miles  of  City 
streets  were  repaired  and  new  streets  were  constructed  to  service 
our  ever-increasing  population.

We  must  continue  our  street  building  and  resurfacing  pro- 
gram, together  with  a  recreational  program  for  the  young 
people  of  our  community.  The  McClelland  School  will  help  to 
give  our  children  better  facilities  for  sports  activities,  and  will 
relieve  the  Maple  Street  School  Gymnasium  for  that  use  for 
which  it  was  intended. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  1956  Council  for  their 
splendid  cooperation  and  ask  the  continued  cooperation  of  you 
gentlemen,  so  that  I  might  carry  on  my  program  for  the  coming- 
year.

SALARIES 

Section  2.  Full  Time  Officers  and  Employees.  The  following- 
shall  be  considered  full  time  officers  and  employees  and  shall  be 
paid  from  the  following  departments,  payable  as  hereinafter 
specified : 

A.  Payable  from  the  Salary  Department: 

1.  City  Clerk,  $3,618.21,  payable  weekly. 

2.  City  Accountant,  $4,784.64,  payable  weekly. 

3.  Collector  of  Taxes,  $3,541.68,  plus  postage  payable 
weekly. 

B.  Payable  from  the  Public  Buildings  Department: 

1.  Janitor  at  City  Hall,  $3,182.91,  payable  weekly. 

2.  Assistant  Janitor  at  City  Hall,  $2,662.91,  payable 
weekly. 

C.  Payable  from  the  Fire  Department: 

1.  "  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  $5,059.52  per  year, 

payable  weekly. 

2.  The  permanent  first  deputy  chief  at  the  Central 
Station,  $77'.40  per  week. 

3.  The  permanent  second  deputy  chief  at  the  Central 
Station,  $74.33  per  week. 

4.  The  permanent  Captain  at  the  Central  Station, 
$70.67  per  week. 

5.  The  permanent  firemen  at  the  Central  Station  with 
over  one  (1)  year  of  appointed  regular  service  shall 
be  classified  as  Firemen  First  Class  and  shall  re- 
ceive as  basic  pay  $68.67  per  week.  Permanent 
Firemen  with  less  than  one  (1)  year  of  appointed 
regular  service  shall  be  classified  as  regular  Fire- 
men and  receive  as  basic  pay  $67.15  per  week. 
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6.  Vacations:  Permanent  firemen  with  over  five  (5) 
years  of  appointed  regular  service  shall  be  entitled 
to  two  (2)  weeks  annual  vacation  with  pay.  Perma- 
nent firemen  with  less  than  5  years  of  appointed 
regular  service  but  with  more  than  one  ( 1 )  year  of 
appointed  regular  service  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
(1)    week  annual  vacation  with  pay. 

Provided,  however,  that  all  officers  in  this  Sub-paragraph 
(C)  (1)  —  (6)  inclusive,  above  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional 
allowance  of  one  hundred  ($100.00)  Dollars  a  year  for  the  pur- 
chase of  uniforms  and  equipment.  The  chief  shall  supervise  said 
expenditures  and  shall  maintain  a  record  for  all  uniforms  and 
equipment.  Said  uniforms  and  equipment  shall  remain  the  prop- 
erty of  the  City  of  Rochester  and  shall  be  returned  to  the  City 
of  Rochester  upon  termination  of  employment  of  any  officer  as 
a  regular  officer  in  this  sub-paragraph  (C)  (1)  —  (fi)  inclusive. 
At  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year,  any  unexpended  portion  of  said 
allowance  shall  be  returned  to  the  City  Clerk  by  the  Chief. 

7.  Sick  Leave.  Permanent  Firemen  shall  be  allowed 
ten  (10)  days  of  sick  leave  in  any  twelve  d"^ 
month  period,  said  sick  leave  not  to  begin  until  the 
man  has  been  absent  for  two  (2)  consecutive  days 
of  duty  due  to  illness.  Payment  for  sick  leave  must 
have  the  approval  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment for  each  case. 

D.     Payable  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works: 

1.  The  Commissioner,  $5,750.00,  payable  weekly,one- 
half  of  said  amount  to  be  chargeable  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  and  one-half  of  said  amount 
to  be  chargeable  to  the  Water  Division  of  said  De- 
partment of  Public  Works. 

2.  City  Engineer,  $4,656.00,  payable  weekly,  and 
chargeable  to  the  Water  Division  of  said  Public 
Works  Department. 

3.  Foremen.  The  Foremen  in  the  Public  Works  and 
Water  Departments  of  the  Public  Works  shall  re- 
ceive a  wage  increase  of  $4.00  per  week  in  their 
salary. 

4.  Rubbish  truck  Drivers,  $64.60  per  week. 

5.  Rubbish  truck  Helpers,  $61.20  per  week. 

6.  The  Clerk  of  the  Public  Works  Department  shall 
receive  a  wage  increase  of  $3.20  per  week. 

7.  Other  Public  Works  Employees  to  be  classified  into 
groups,  by  ability,  responsibility,  and  general  types 
of  work  as  follows: 

Group  (1)    $1.68  per  hour 

Group  (2)   $1.53  per  hour 

Group  (3)    $1.44  per  hour 

Group  (4)   $1.35  per  hour

8.  Sick  Leave.  Each  Public  Works  Department  em- 
ployee shall  be  allowed  ten  (10)  days  maximum 
sick  leave  in  any  12  month  period.  The  v^^orker  must 
be  sick  three  (3)  days  before  leave  may  be  granted 
and  must  provide  a  doctor's  I'eport  upon  return  to 
work. 

E.  Each  full  time  employee  of  the  City  with  over  five  (5) 
years  repeat  service  shall  be  entitled  to  two  (2)  weeks 
annual  vacation  with  pay.  Each  full  time  employee  with 
less  than  five  (5)  years  service  but  with  more  than  one 
(1)  year's  service  shall  be  entitled  to  one  week  annual 
vacation  with  pay.

lines  2  and  3  of  said  section  on  page  48  of  said  ordinances  the 
following: 

"North  Main  Street  from  Strafford  Square  to  a  point  five 
hundred  twenty-five  (525')  feet  from  said  Strafford  Square  to 
said  Strafford  Square"  "Southerly  side  of  Pine  Street  from 
North  Main  Street  to  Waldron  Avenue."

AMENDMENT  TO  CHAPTER  XVI  ENTITLED 
"TRAFFIC  ORDINANCES" 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  the  City 
of  Rochester:  That  Chapter  XVI  of  the  1952  Ordinances  of  the 
City  of  Rochester,  as  amended  be  further  amended  by  striking 
out  Section  1  thereof  and  inserting  in  the  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing new  Section: 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  park  his  vehicle  upon  a  cross- 
walk or  upon  any  place  in  the  street  designated  and  marked  as 
a  place  for  pedestrian  crossing  or  park  or  leave  standing  any 
vehicle  whether  attended  or  unattended  upon  the  main  traveled 
portion  of  any  street  or  highway  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 
A.  When  the  streets  have  been  specifically  marked  by 
painted  lines  or  otherwise  designated  as  areas  permitting  the 
parking  of  motor  vehicles. 
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B.  Delivery  trucks  may,  between  the  hours  of  6:00 
A.M.  and  10:00  A.M.  park  temporarily  on  the  main  portion  of 
any  street  for  the  purpose  of  making  deliveries  providing  that 
it  is  impossible  or  impracticable  to  park  as  otherw^ise  specified 
herein  and  providing  that  such  parking  does  not  interfere  with 
the  normal  flow  of  traffic. 

C.  When  the  vehicle  is  so  disabled  that  it  must  be  tem- 
porarily left  in  such  position. 

D.  When  a  law  enforcement  officer  shall  order  the 
person  to  stop  or  leave  his  vehicle  on  said  highway.

RESOLUTION    TO    PURCHASE    TREE    SPRAYER 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  the  City 
of  Rochester:  That  the  Finance  Committee  be  and  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  borrow  a  sum  not  exceeding  $2,800.00  (twenty-eight 
hundred  dollars)  upon  such  terms  as  they  may  deem  to  be  for 
the  best  interest  of  the  City,  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Tree

That  said  equipment  be  purchased  by  a  joint  committee 
composed  of  the  Public  Works  and  Purchasing  Committees.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  CoiDtcil  of  the  City  of  Ro- 
chester, N.  H. : 

Gentlemen : 

I  submit  the  report  of  the  Public  Works  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1957. 

During  a  part  of  the  first  four  months  of  the  year  it  was 
necessary  to  plow  and  remove  snow  after  each  snow  storm,  the 
last  of  which  was  on  April  9th  when  we  had  four  inches  of  wet 
snow. 

Also,  we  patched  our  streets  whenever  it  was  possible  to  do 
so  to  keep  them  in  good  condition.  Several  times  during  the  year, 
regular  operations  were  interrupted  to  allow  for  the  mixing  and 
stockpiling  of  patch  material  for  use  on  our  streets  and  roads. 

The  John  Whitehouse  road  was  finished  and  given  a  first 
coat  of  asphalt  early  in  the  season  and  a  second  coat  applied 
in  the  Fall.  The  hill  on  Brock  Street  was  cut  down  three  feet 
and  regraded  and  resurfaced  to  eliminate  a  steep  grade.  Several 
city  streets  were  shaped  up  and  tarred  for  the  first  time  making 
an  additional  two  and  a  half  miles  of  surfaced  highways. 

Surface  drains  were  installed  on  Park  and  Wilson  Streets 
and  work  done  on  Chamberlain  Street  where  a  trench  was  dug 
to  divert  water  from  flash  floods  to  the  brook,  thus  eliminating 
the  flooding  of  cellars  in  that  locality. 

Congress  Street  Parking  Lot  was  surfaced  and  meters  in- 
stalled   during  the   season. 

The  footbridge  from  Dewey  Street  to  Hanson  Pines  was 
completed  by  the  Contractor  and  opened  in  August.  City  forces 
laid  an  asphalt  sidewalk  from  the  end  of  this  bridge  through 
the  Pines  to  Chestnut  Hill  Road  opposite  Spaulding  High  School 
and  from  the  westerly  end  of  the  bridge  to  Ray  Street. 

Our  Catch  Basins  were  cleaned  and  additional  culverts  in- 
stalled  where   necessary. 

The  Little  Falls  Bridge  was  repaired  and  replanked  and  a 
garage  built  at  the  Dump  to  house  the  bulldozer,  this  work  be- 
ing  done   with   City  help. 

Asphalt  sidewalks  were  laid  on  Lincoln,  Maple,  King  and 
Orchard  Streets  for   petitioners. 

During  the  year  gravel  was  hauled  for  various  road  pro- 
jects and  cover  for  our  Dumn  as  well  as  for  about  a  mile  of 
sidewalk  on  Washington  and  Brock  Streets  to  the  McClelland 
School. 

Union  Street  and  South  Main  Street  in  Rochester  and 
Highland  Street,  East  Rochester  from  the  compact  line  to  Main 
Street  were  resurfaced  with  Hot  Top  giving  improved  di'ainage 
and  riding  qualities  to  these  streets. 

Our  Shade  Trees  were  sprayed  using  the  new  Hardy  Aero 
Mist  Sprayer  early  in  the  season  under  the  direction  of  our 
Tree  Warden  who  is  a  Licensed  Arborist.  Also,  bushes  were  cut 
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in  several   sections    to   improve    those   roads  as   well   as   to   im- 
prove visibility  on  the  corners. 

This  has  also  been  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Water  &  Sewer 
Division.  Considerable  work  was  necessitated  by  the  construc- 
tion ot  the  Spaulding  Turnpike  and  work  that  was  started  in 
1956  was  finished  this  year.  This  work  included  the  reinforcing 
and  relocating  of  lines  along  a  part  of  Route  125  on  the  Gonic 
Road  and  work  on  Maple  Street  as  well  as  laying  a  section  of 
12"  main  under  the  road  on  Railroad  Avenue  for  future  ex- 
pansion. One  hydrant  was  relocated  on  Washington  Street  as 
well  as  relocating  the  mains  on  Ten  Rod  Road,  Chestnut  Hill 
Road  and  Milton  Road  and  laying  a  short  extension  on  Walnut 
Street. 

In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  work,  2,231  Ft.  of  6"  Ce- 
ment Lined  Cast  Iron  Pipe  was  laid  for  various  extensions  to 
the  system,  82  new  connections  installed,  23  services  relaid  and 
four  new  hydrants  added  to  the  system. 

Water  consumption  in  1957  was  the  largest  in  the  history 
of  the  Department  with  an  increase  of  35,000,000  Gallons  over 
the  previous  year. 

We  have  sent  samples  of  our  water  to  the  State  Laboratory 
twice  each  month  and  have  received  reports  back  substantiat- 
ing the  uniform  good  quality  of  our  water. 

In  the  Sewer  Division  we  extended  our  mains  nearly  one 
thousand  feet  using  Johns-Manville  Cement  Asbestos  Transite 
Pipe.  Fifty-five  new  house  connections  were  made  and  three 
services  relaid  using  Johns-Manville  House  Connection  Pipe. 

I  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  gentlemen 
of  the  City  Council  for  the  help  you  have  given,  for  the  patience 
with  which  you  have  examined  our  problems  and  your  assistance 
in  solving  them.  Also,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
employees  of  the  Department  for  their  loyalty  and  willingness 
in  assisting  us  in  meeting  our  problems.  Together,  we  are  ad- 
vancing the  objective  of  making  our  City  a  better  place  for 
ourselves,  our  children  and  for  generations  to  come.

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  OF  POLICE 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  the   City  of  Ro- 
chester, N.  H. 

Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  the  activities  of  the  Rochester  Police  Depart- 
ment tor  the  year  ending  December  31,  1957. 

1957  was  a  year  marked  by  an  increase  in  Motor  Vehicle 
and  Criminal  Arrests,  but  the  department  finished  with  a  good 
record.  We  had  seventeen  Breaking,  Entering  and  Larceny 
cases,  fourteen  of  which  were  cleared  by  the  subject  involved 
being  apprehended  and  arrested.  We  had  less  Motor  Vehicle 
accidents  in  1957  than  we  had  in  1956.  More  warnings  also  were 
given  to  the  motorists.  Credit  for  this  record  belongs  to  the 
members  of  our  department  who  applied  themselves  diligently 
to  protect  the  citizens  of  Rochester.

I  would,  at  this  time,  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation 
to  His  Honor,  The  Mayor,  the  Members  of  the  City  Council, 
and  the  Police  Commissioners  for  the  very  fine  cooperation  and 
assistance  rendered  to  us  during  the  past  year.  I  also  wish  to 
extend  my  thanks  to  the  other  members  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment for  their  loyalty   and  devotion    to   duty   and   the  various 
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other  Municipal,  County,  and  State  Departments  for  their  in- 
terest and  assistance  with  the  problems  of  our  organization 
during  the  year  just  ended.

ENROLLMENTS 

The  problem  of  congestion  in  the  Rochester  elementary 
schools  was  remedied  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  in 
September  1957  when  eight  additional  classrooms  were  occupied 
for  the  first  time  in  the  new  McClelland  School  building. 

A  study  of  the  four  tables  herewith,  showing  enrollments 
by  grades,  registration  and  attendance,  the  number  of  tuition 
pupils,  and  the  school  census,  indicates  clearly  the  need  for 
additional  facilities  for  pupils  in  the  upper  grades  within  a 
short  time. 

It  appears  that  at  least  three  additional  teachers  will  be 
needed  next  year :  one  for  first  grade  pupils,  another  in  Grades 
7  or  8,  and  the  third  in  the  four  upper  grades.  A  classroom  for 
the  new  elementary  teacher  is  available  at  the  Allen  School. 

Two  additional  regulation  classrooms  may  be  provided  at 
Spaulding  High  School  by  dividing  the  large  study  hall  room 
into  two  rooms  and  assigning  study  hall  pupils  to  the  music 
room,  cafeteria,  or  auditorium  during  certain  periods  of  the  day. 

Spaulding  High  School  was  designed  to  accommodate  900 
pupils  under  normal  conditions  with  a  capacity  of  1200  pupils 
by  dual  use  of  rooms.  At  the  present  time  there  are  1006  pupils 
enrolled  in  Grades  7-12.  The  pupil  capacity  of  a  high  school 
cannot  be  determined  as  accurately  as  an  elementary  school 
due  to  many  factors,  especially  the  variation  in  class  size  due 
to  elective  courses.  The  number  of  homeroom  stations,  lockers, 
divisions  per  grade,  and  enrollments  do  not  reveal  the  entire 
problem.  The  length  of  the  school  day,  the  number  of  periods 
per  day,  the  number  of  pupils  per  class,  and  the  number  of 
elective  courses  are  also  significant  factors  in  the  facilities 
needed  in  a  high  school  building.  These  factors  may  change  from 
year  to  year  and  have  changed  considerably  since  our  high 
school  was  constructed  in  1939. 

It  appears  that  additional  facilities  will  be  needed  by  1959 
at  Spaulding  High  School  if  Rochester  is  to  provide  for  the 
increases  in  school  population  within  the  area  which  it  now 
serves.  It  also  appears  that  additional  facilities  may  be  needed 
for  resident  pupils  only  within  a  few  years. 

A  study  of  facilities  to  meet  the  needs  of  pupils  in  Grades 
7-12  in  Rochester  should  include  various  types  of  school  organi- 
zation and  also  proposed  plans  for  consolidation  among  neighbor- 
ing school  districts.

The  following  major  repair  and  replacement  projects  were 
completed   during   the   year. 

Spauidmg  High  School:  obtained  new  seat  backs  for  about 
two  hundrtd  chairs,  repaired  stair  treads,  overhauled  heating 
units  throughout  the  building,  repaired  roof,  installed  overhead 
doors  at  entrance  to  supply  room,  overhauled  oil  burners,  I'e- 
built  cement  landings  and  reset  flagstones  at  entrances,  re- 
placed drapes  at  windows  in  library,  overhauled  clock  system 
and  reconditioned  forty  door  closers.  New  equipment,  including 
sound  projector,  electric  adding  machine  and  snow  blower  was 
also  purchased  for  this   school. 

East    Rochester    School:    installed    new    ceilings    in    lower 
hallways,  and  new  double  doors  at  both  entrances. 
School   St.    School:    new  flush   valves  for   several   toilets   and   a 
new  stove  for  the  school  lunch  room. 

Maple    St.    School :    removed    kitchen    equipment    including 
sink  and  electrical  installation  from  the  Gym  to  former  location. 
Numerous  other  electric   and   plumbing   repairs  and   replace- 
ments have  been   made   in  the   several   schools  during  the   last 
year. 

THE  McClelland  school 

The  McClelland  School  was  dedicated  on  September  29, 
1957  followed  by  an  open  house  tour  of  the  building.  Statements 
concerning  this  school  were  published  in  the  1956  annual  report.

All  janitors  receive  two  weeks'  vacation  with  pay.  The 
work  on  holidays,  week-ends,  and  for  other  special  purposes 
involving  extra  pay  at  Spaulding  High  School  is  assigned  to 
these  janitors  on  a  rotating  schedule. 


CURRICULUM 

The  curriculum  for  the  pupils  in  the  first  eight  grades  is  con- 
cerned with  basic  fundamental  learning  and  with  opportunities 
for  exploration  and  discovery.  The  curriculum  is  geared  toward 
the  individual  needs  of  the  pupil  by  ability  grouping  to  en- 
courage growth  commensurate  with  the  pupil's  capacity  to  learn. 
The  program  of  our  elementary  schools  is  almost  entirely  within 
the  scope  of  general  education. 

The  process  of  broadening  skills,  attitudes  and  appreciation 
are  important  factors  at  the  Junior  High  level  including  in- 
creased emphasis  on  habits  of  industry. 

The  problem  of  providing  a  curriculum  at  the  high  school 
level  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  youth  has  become  an  important 
issue  in  American  education.  The  secondary  school  must  provide 
a  balanced  program  of  both  general  and  specialized  education. 
Such  a  program  can  be  maintained  in  other  ways  than  adding  to 
the  number  of  courses. 

In  secondary  schools  general  education  refers  to  the  courses 
and  activities  provided  for  all  students.  These  basic  common 
learnings  include  English,  social  studies,  mathematics,  and 
science.  Other  areas  of  preparation  designed  to  produce  the 
competence  sought  for  all  high  school  youth  would  include  the 
study  of  civics,  economics,  health,  character  and  vocational  sub- 
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jects.  Such  a  program  is  deeply  concerned  with  attitudes  and 
ideals  and  requires  much  guidance  and  counseling.  In  addition 
to  the  formal  organized  courses  there  are  other  important  fac- 
tors in  general  education  which  include  participation  in  a 
variety  of  school  activities.  General  education  at  the  high  school 
level  emphasizes  the  acquisition  of  basic  knowledge  and  those 
skills  which  help  all  youth  face  and  solve  their  problems  as  pro- 
ducers, consumers,  and  citizens.  In  addition  to  the  general  edu- 
cation program  the  secondary  school  must  offer  a  specialized 
program  for  certain  pupils.  A  most  important  part  of  the 
specialized  education  is  preparation  for  advanced  education  and 
is  usually  termed  the  college  preparatory  curriculum.  Success 
in  college  however  is  dependent  not  only  on  specific  courses 
undertaken  in  high  school  but  is  influenced  more  directly  on  the 
achievement  and  marks  earned  in  high  school  and  the  interest, 
abilities,  verbal  skills,  and  effective  study  habits  which  the  pupil 
has  acquired.  The  development  of  intellectual  and  cultural  in- 
terests in  science,  reading,  public  affairs,  writing,  and  the  arts 
are  also  of  great  importance  in  the  curriculum  of  specialized 
education. 

More  than  700,000  high  school  graduates  entered  American 
colleges  in  the  fall  of  1957.  On  the  basis  of  past  experience  more 
than  one  out  of  four  of  these  freshmen  will  not  return  to  the 
same  college  for  their  sophomore  year. 

Emphasis  upon  patterns  of  subject  matter  must  be  deter- 
mined by  the  ability  of  the  student  as  measured  by  aptitude  and 
achievement,  previous  school  record  and  qualities  of  character 
and  personality.  The  high  school  must  provide  opportunities  for 
its  college  bound  students  to  elect  subjects  in  the  specialized 
program  in  which  they  have  special  interest  and  aptitude. 

Spaulding  High  School  attempts  to  provide  both  a  general  and 
specialized  education  as  defined  above.  A  better  public  under- 
standing of  what  the  schools  are  attempting  is  needed.  It  ap- 
pears all  too  often  that  a  school  is  judged  by  isolated  rather 
than  typical  examples. 

The  general  education  curriculum  should  not  be  the  standard 
used  to  measure  preparation  for  college  nor  should  the  effective- 
ness of  education  for  all  high  school  youth  be  judged  in  terms 
of  specialized  education. 

The  fact  that  children  are  required  by  law  to  attend  school 
until  they  are  sixteen  years  of  age  makes  a  serious  problem  for 
those  with  limited  ability  and  personal  problems  unless  compe- 
tent psychiatric  advice  is  available.  Such  cases  too  often  reflect 
on  the  otherwise  satisfactory  discipline  of  a  school. 

The  above  criteria  for  an  effective  curriculum  places  con- 
siderable importance  on  extended  guidance  services  in  the 
schools. 

GUIDANCE 

At  the  present  time  the  guidance  program  starts  with  the 
pre-school  clinics  for  pupils  who  will  enter  Grade  1  in  the  fall 
and  extends  throughout  the  child's  entire  school  career  including 
placement  activities  for  the  graduates.  In  the  first  six  grades  the 
classroom  teacher  does  most  of  the  guidance  work.  Two  part- 
time  guidance  workers  supplement  the  counseling  of  the  home- 
room teachers  in  the  upper  grades.

Guidance  records  are  kept  for  each  pupil  including  the  results 
of  diagnostic,  achievement,  aptitude,  and  mental  ability  tests. 
This  information  is  available  to  teachers,  counselors,  and  other 
authorized  personnel.  These  records  not  only  indicate  which 
pupils  need  special  help  but  provide  subjective  mformation  about 
individual  abilities  and  interests  of  all  pupils. 

Each  year  achievement  tests  are  administered  to  pupils  in 
Grades  1-8.  A  guidance  test  battery  is  given  in  Grade  9  and  all 
Grade  10  pupils  participate  in  the  State  wide  testing  program. 
Intelligence  tests  are  also  administered  annually  to  pupils  in 
Grades  4,  6  and  9. 

The  individual  counseling  for  pupils  is  supplemented  by  con- 
ferences with  parents  and  the  help  of  child  welfare  agencies  as 
the  need  arises. 

The  information  contained  in  the  cumulative  record  folder  for 
each  pupil  is  of  great  value  in  the  upper  grades  for  selecting 
course  and  determining  group  organization. 

Pupils  with  ability,  interest,  and  satisfactory  achievement 
records  are  encouraged  to  undertake  courses  in  high  school  that 
will  prepare  them  for  college. 

FINANCES 

A  study  of  salaries  paid  to  school  teachers  in  school  systems 
comparable  to  Rochester  indicates  a  need  for  higher  salaries  if 
we  are  to  retain  capable  teachers.  Several  joint  meetings  of  the 
School  Board  and  representatives  of  the  Rochester  Teachers 
Association  have  been  held  to  study  requests  for  an  upward 
revision  in  the  salary  schedule. 

Salaries  for  all  personnel,  including  retirement  costs, 
amounted  to  about  84 ',r  of  the  Rochester  School  budget  in  1957. 
Teachers'  salaries  amounted  to  SiVr  of  the  total  expenditures. 

At  the  present  time  the  total  per  capita  cost  of  education  in 
Rochester  is  considerably  below  the  State  average.  This  is  due 
primarily  to  the  comparative  low  cost  of  capital  improvements 
prior  to  the  construction  of  the  new  McClelland  School. 

The  budget  for  the  coming  year  will  be  considerably  higher 
due  to  increased  operating  costs,  principal  and  interest  pay- 
ments on  new  bond  issues,  and  the  need  for  higher  salaries.

Gentleiiteii  of  the  CoidicH: 

The  year  1957  has  been  a  year  of  improvements  and  accom- 
plishments for  the  City  of  Rochester.  Among  the  many  projects 
we  have  started  and  completed,  have  been  the  McClelland  School 
— one  of  the  most  modern  elementary  schools  in  the  state,  which 
was  dedicated  last  September  and  has  relieved  congested  con- 
ditions in  the  elementary  schools  throughout  Rochester;  the 
Congress  Street  Parking  Lot,  which  was  started  in  1955;  as  well 
as  the  footbridge  on  Dewey  Street  and  the  sidewalk  throu.'^h 
Hanson  Pines — this  matter  having  been  tossed  around  for  some 
thirty  years.  Highland  Street  in  East  Rochester,  a  section  of 
U.  S.  Route  202,  which  has  been  in  deplorable  condition  for  some 
time,  and  South  Main  Street,  one  of  the  connecting  links  with 
Route  16,  have  been  resurfaced.  The  year  1957  has  also  seen  the 
rebuilding  and  resurfacing  of  Union  Street,  as  well  as  many 
other  streets  throughout  the  city. 

The  authorization  of  a  new  fii-e  truck  to  be  added  to  our 
Fire  Department  will  make  that  department  one  of  the  finest  in 
the  state.  And  our  Police  Department  is  very  ably  run  by  our 
three-man  Commission. 

In  1958,  as  in  the  past,  our  main  concern  will  be  to  conduct 
City  affairs  to  the  best  advantage  of  all  who  reside  here.  Our 
readjustment  of  property  valuations  is  nearly  completed.  This 
will  tend  to  distribute  the  taxes  more  evenly  over  the  entire 
population  of  the  city. 

In  continuing  our  progress  in  the  Public  Works  Department, 
inadequate  water  mains  should  be  replaced.  Our  paving  and 
street  building  program  should  be  continued  and  some  modern- 
izing should  be  done  in  this  department. 

Sewerage  disposal  is  another  problem  that  is  knocking  on 
our  door  and  will  soon  require  our  attention. 

Our  schools  continue  to  be  our  major  problem.  Spaulding 
High  School  is  now  filled  to  capacity,  and  with  the  ever-increas- 
ing school  population,  this  matter  will  need  attention  in  the  near 
future.  Also,  teachers  are  becoming  more  and  more  difficult  to 
obtain,  due  to  more  attractive  salaries  in  other  areas. 

Our  Recreation  Committee  has  accomplished  a  great  deal 
in  the  past  year,  and  I  feel  that  this  program  should  be  ex- 
panded in  some  areas. 

The  City  of  Rochester  needs  industry,  and  I  believe  that 
with  a  functioning  Industrial  Committee,  Planning  Board  and  a 
full-time  Planning  Director,  much  can  be  gained  in  this  direction. 

In  conclusion,  my  thanks  go  to  the  1957  Council,  whose  help 
and  cooperation  have  been  greatly  appreciated.  I'm  sure  that 
with  the  help  of  the  new  Council,  many  things  can  be  accom- 
plished which  will  benefit  our  city  in  the  next  two  years.
